> By London's Pompeli, I mean the 
Crystal Palace, writes a Daily Herald 
reporter, 

It has not yet been seheduled as 
an “ancient: monument,", but Jit is 
well on the way to becoming a relle 
of the past—a shattered ruin that 
Kuldes will show to. aweestruck 
sithtseers as a glory that once was.” 

It is to-day precisely as It was left 

when fire razed to the ground nearly 
two years ago the great glass palice 
which for half a century wos a land- 
mark of England.

‘After many avjournments, — the 
hearing of the cose against Lt Man, 
alias Ll Wal-nam, a 43-year-old un- 
employed ship's greaser, on_a charge 
of murder, was commenced before 
Mr. R. Edwards at the Central 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, in 
Open Court. Li was alicged to have 
murdered a man named Pun Shing 
nt the premises of the Luen Hing 
seamen’s bonrding-house, 24a Con- 
naught Rond Centrat, on August 4. 
‘The case 1s for committal. * * 

Mr. Edwords had previously ruled 
that he would not alfow the sencral 
public to attend the hearing of the 
care, though permitting.the Press to 
attend, This rulings was attacked by 
the Crown Counsel, Mr. J. Whyatt, 
last week, when the case was to have 
beytun, and it was subsequently ad- 
sourned to enuble the Magistrate. to 
consider the submissions made: 

Yesterday, Mr. Edwards, before the 
opening of the case, and addressing 
Mr. Whyatt, anid he felt it ne ry 


to clarify a certaln point... Referring ; 


to the authorities quoted by Mr. 
Whyatt, he asked If it was the Crown 
Counsel's contention in fact. that 
committal proceedings should be 
vegun in exnctly the sume way as 
other proceedings.

Mr. Whyatt, who w sisted by 
Actingg Deteetive-Inspector L. KR. 
Whant, then opened hihi case, It was 
alleged by the Crown, he said, that 
defendant murdered Pun Shing by 
stabbing bilm in the nbdomen on 
September 4, ag a result of which 
Pun died on September 8, The plaice 
where the murder was committed 
was the premises of the Luen Hing 
seamen'’s  boarding-house at) Con- 
naught Road, and was run by a man 
named Chang Walehing, The re- 
sidents were almost exclusively of 
the seaefaring class; mainly stokers, 
yreasers and cooks employed by the 
Tue Funnel Line. 

The system by which the boarding- 
house was run was simtlar to that 
of other boarding-houses, namely, 
that all the residents contributed to 
a fund while fin employment, and 
when out of employment, they were 
ullowed to stay at the boarding 
house with free meals provided, unti 
they could get employment again. 

Pun hod been out of employment 
.since February this year, and he had 
received free meals and lodging until 
the day of the crime. Defendant had 
ulso Lived there for a considerable 
period, having. been unemployed for 
almost two years. He took his meals 
at the boarding-house, and though 
he was sometimes absent in the 
evenings, was seldom Itnown to miss 
his morning meal.

Defendant assured Lam that he had 
Hiven up oplum-smokling, ond Tons 
told the men that they would have 
to walt until the end of the month 
before he could be certain about the 
vacancies. He sald he would call or 
telephone on August 31 {to Ict them 
know. ‘Tong then left. Defendant 
apparently assumed that he had got 
one of the jobs, but ‘Tong did not 
call or telephone on August 31, 


Others Get Jobs 


In the meantime, © man named 
Chau Fook had heard of Tony's Visit, 
and being acquainted with ‘Tontt 
personally, went to sea Tong at 
‘Talleoo, und secured one of the vacant 
jobs oon August 30. Two of his 
clansmen took the other two vacan- 
cies, and they began work on Sep- 
tember 1, - 

Continuing, Mr, Whyatt sald he 
was net sure when defendant heard 
hh: hopes of getting a Job had been 
frustrated, but on September 2, de- 
fendant was in one of the rooms of 
the boarding-heuse — about 11 p.m. 
together with tivo other men named 
Wong Ping and Lung Pat, while de- 
cented was sitting nearby, when it 
wag alleged that deceased mentioned 
romethingg about trying to get one 
of the Taikoo vacancies but not hav- 
ings succeeded. Defendant was 
alleged to have replicd that Pun had 
deceived and deprived him of his 
job, ‘This remark was resented by 
Pun, who told defendant to mind 
his own business, 

Nothing, further happened, and on 
September 3, both defendant and Pun 
were seen In their respective rooms 
nbout 11 p.m, when an employee 
went to close the main door of the 
boarding-house, It was the practice 
vf the boarding-house to close the 
door at that hour, but it sould be 
avxened for any late comers until 
midnight. Anyone arriving, back at 
that tlme, would have to stay out. 

About 5.45 om, on September 4, 
one of the employees named Chang 
Kwal-fook was awakened by shouts 
by the deceased, and jumping out 
of bed, rushed to Pun's room, where 
he found Pun bleeding from the 
abdomen. In consequence of what 
he was told by Pun, Chang, together 
with another employee named So 
Whh-kit, ran to the rear of th? 
boarding-house, and on getting there, 
abserved that defendant's bunle was 
empty. The door of the room was 
also slightly ajar. 

In the meantime, the commotion 
had proused other inmates of the 
bonrdingt-house and a message was 
sent to the Central Police Station 
regarding the affair. Chang  Wat- 
hing, the licencce, called a muster 
of the men, and discovered that all 
were present except the defendant.

From further investigations, St 
nppenred that about 8 a.m. that day, 
defendant went into an opium divan 
nt Wanchai, where he remained until 
uo p.m, except for brief Intervals. 
About 1 a.m. on September 5, he 
was seen squatting under the 
verandah on the pavement outside 
the opium divan by a police constable, 
who on leurning the -defendant’s 
name, put him under arrest. He was 
faken Into the divan, and wap re- 
coynined by the keeper as. the mon 
who had been there some hours be- 
ore, 

At the time, it was thought that 
deceased would make ‘a recovery, 
but he suffered a sudden relapse on 
Septmber 8, and before the — police 
could be Informed so that a dying 
deposltion could be taken, he died. 
When charged with Pun's murder, 
defendant made a statement to the 
effect that Chang Wal-hing: always 
wanted to put him to death, There 
wus nothing in the statement, sald 
Mr. Whyatt, that he could: connect 
with the erline, and it appeared to 
be nothing more than an incoherent 
tnd inconsequential statement. 

Makingt a few observations on the 
ease, Mr. .Whyatt sald that no one 
had any grievance against Pun ex- 
cept the defendant.

Giving medical evidence, Dr. Dean 
A. Smith sald he examined Pun

wound in the abdomen. Pun was 
transferred to the operating theatre, 
and operated upon. Free blood was 
found In the abdomen and the wound 
was perforating, fhe masentery of the 
small intestine. 

After the operation, Pun's condi- 
tion was fair, and he improved dur- 
ingt that day and the following three 
days. On the morning of September 
8, he was reported to have slept well 
and to be comfortable, but on being 
seen again at 9.30 am. was Ina 
very much worse condition. The 
operating, theatre was ordered to be 
prepared, and the police were in- 
formed, but Pun died at 9.45 a.m. 

Dr. Smith conducted a post-mortem 
afterwards, und found that death had 
been- caused by masenteric throm- 
bosis follawing the perforated wound 
in the abdomen which had damaged 
the masentery. :

Despite an estimated Increase of 
population from 445,000 in the Is- 
Jand in 1937 to 550,000 fast’ month, 
consumption shows a decrease from 
525.41 millions (a record) to 414,62 
millions. This was duc to the water 
restrictions. i 

In Kowloon, the population hos 
niso increased, while the consump~ 
tion has dropped. Last year, un ¢s- 
timated totnl of 380,000 people con- 
sumed 329.29 million gallons while 
this yenr $00,000 people consumed

an Aryan people, united by 
blood and soil in a totalitarian 
system of-loyalty to a common 
purpose personified, almost dei- 
fied, in Herr Hitler. 


But there are other influences 
besides that of Hebraism_ that 
endanger the future of the 
totalitarian self-sufficient State. 
Chief among these is the Chris- 
tian Faith, partly because of its 
claim on its members for a 
loyalty to another God than 
Caesar, and partly because its 
moral doctrines encourage a 
sense of the dignity of man and 
of a universal’ human brother- 
hood quite incompatible with 
the Nazi dogma of race 
superiority. Quite logically 
therefore the Lender, to whom 
Democracy: and the League of 
Nations and other kindred con- 
ceptions born and bred fn Chris- 
tian ideology are anathema, 
must attack them at their 
fountain head. The surprises 
are (a) that the’ Nazi rulers 
have = sufficient ~— superfluous 
vitality to launch and continue 
the assault, and (b) that even 
2 people so disciplined and 
idealistic os the Germans do not 
revolt. 

The campaign opened at the 
very -beginning of the Nazi 


'|regime, and in Germany proper, 


the pre-Anschluss Germany, has 
developed very specially perhaps 
against‘ the - Protestant and 
Evangelical Churches. Now it 
has been extended to-Austria. 
There the enemy is Roman 
Catholicism,-and its stronghold 
ig the School. First steps have 
already been taken. The nuns 
have been banished from the 
Kindergartens in Vienna, -in- 
cidentally. also from the -Hos- 
pitals and their ‘places os 
supervisors — or nurses— have 
been’ taken by . Nazi Jay ap- 
pointees. This is, however, only 
preliminary, Plans have. been 
published which contemplate in 
their’ gradual but’ complete 


EMOCRACY on the 
defensive, as we see 


D it to-day, seems a far. 


ery from the time when men 
claiming equal rights, in 
citizenship were uttacking 
the strongholds of privilege. - 
Yet one hundred years ago 

there was launched in Britain 
a movement which In ao few 
years gripped’ the nation, struck 
terror in’ the heart of reaction, 
and laid the foundations of 
British democracy. 


_ On jthat day William Lovett, 
founder of the London Working 
Men’s Association, published 
the “People’s Charter,” which 
beenme the basis of Chartism, 
the revolutionary democratic 
agitation which swept. all 
Britain before it faded away 
almost as ‘suddenly as it arose. 


Six demands comprised the 
Charter: 
Equal electoral areas; 
Universal suffrage; 
Payment of M.P.s; 
Vote by ballot; 
Abolition of property quali- 
fications; and 
Annual Parliaments. 

All but the last are now ac- 
cepted facts, but in those times 
of extreme misery and degra- 
dation of the workers, particu- 
Iurly among the factory opera- 
tives, colliers and handloom 
workers of the Midlands and the 
North, these few demands cap- 
tured the imagination of the 


people. 
we 


HARTISM arose after 

the defeat of the 

early Trade Union movement 

in the 1830's, when a small 

group of London men formed 

the Working Men's Association, 

which set to building unity of 

all the forces in that age of 

revolt upon the programme of 
the Charter. 

These workers sent out “mis- 
sionarics” ‘all over Britain, and 
armed insurrection was freely 
advocated, so keen was the 
demand for democratic repre- 
sentation. 


Rapidly becoming the most 
popular leader wag one Feargus 
O'Connor, former Irish M.P., a 
demagogue who rarely made a 
speech without calling for 
revolution. 


First step in the Chartist 
campaign was the setting up by 
the disfranchised of a people's 
parliament called the National 
Convention, which sat as a rival 
to the House of Commons and 
presented a petition, bearing 
one million signatures, de- 
manding of that august as- 
sembly all six points of © the 
Charter, | ’ 


The Convention was attended 
by delegates clected at vast 
torchlight meetings held all 
over the country, and first sat 
on February 4, 1839, at the 
British Hotel, Cockspur Street, 
Charing Cross. The spirit of 
revolt, already in action on the

Moderates ruled the Conven- 
tion until the rejection by Parli- 
ament of the Charter petition. 


Then the “physical force’ men- 


gained control. Orders for a 
general strike were issued amid 
great excitement—and then were 
cancelled when it was realised 
that no proper preparations had 
been made. 

The Convention went on talk- 
Ing of means of coercing the 
Government, including 2 run on 
the banks, until the militants, 
despairing of any real action 
and still toying with the idea of 
insurrection, decided upon the 
Newport (Mon.) rising. 

The capture of the town and 
the release of Henry Vincent, 
leading Chartist ‘orator, who 
was in Monmouth Castle, was to 
be the signal for general insur- 
rection. 


THE attack was to have 
been made by three 
columns on November 4, 1839, 
but owing to mismanagement 
these failed to unite and the 
assault was carried out by only 
3,000 men armed with rifles 
and colliers’ picks. Warned of 
their approach a small-party of 
soldiers were lying in wait and 
easily dispersed them with rifle 
fire and within ‘a few minutes 
the ingurrectionists were flying 
to the hills. 

Savage prosections followed, 
scores were transported, and by 
thé middle of 1840 the move- 


© organise forces to resist 
‘ 


ment was almost wholly leader- 
less, broken and disorgnised. 

O'Connor directed the remn- 
ants of the movement from 
gaol and he was able to gain 
complete contro! on his release. 

NDER O'Connor's 

leadership Chartism 
reached the crest of its strength, 
and in 1842 three and a half 
million signatures— the popula- 
tion was then 18,000,000—were 
obained to a new petition. But 
this suffered the same: fate as 
the first. A new wave of strikes 
swept the country in answer to 
wage cuts during a period of 
trade depression, but O’Connor 
failed to develop it into a gen- 
eral strike, and so the second 
phase of Chartism ended in de- 
feat, : 

Chartism flared up once more 
in 1847 with the clection of 
O'Connor as M.P. for Notting- 
ham. Again the movement cen- 
tred on a petition, and this time 
O'Connor claimed to have six 
million signatures. 

A mighty demonstration was 
planned on Kennington Common 
for April 10, 1848, and it was 
intended that half a million men 
should: march to Parliament to 
present the petition. 

The Government, by this time 
thoroughly alarmed— for the 
tide of revolution was running 
high on the: Continent—placed 
the Duke of Wellington in 
charge of military measures to 
prevent insurrection, Two hun- 
dred thousand special constables 
were enrolled. : . 

Troops and artillery were 
placed at strategic points all 
over central London; Govern- 
ment offices and banks were 


barricaded ; civil servants armed. 
The Chartists had arranged to 
assemble on.the Common and to 
march thence to Westminster. 
Lhe Government proposed to 
stop them by holding the 
bridges. 

But the demonstration proved 
a flasco, not more than 60,000 | 
turned up, no attempt was made 
to force the bridges, and the 
great national petition was 
igonminiously delivered by cab! 
It was found to bear only two 
million names, - 

O'Connor lost his hold and his 
mind. (He became insane in 
1862 and died three years later.) 
Desperate efforts were made to 
keep Chartism alive, but it was 
dead by 1868. : : 

Why did it fall? It repre-. 
sented the challenge of a work- 
ing-clnss, politically immature, 
uncducated and ill-equipped, to 
a dominant cconomic power, - 
strongly entrenched and well 
on its way to unparalicled Im- 
ferial expansion, 


r was, too, one of the 

earliest —manifesta- 

tions of class struggle which, 

contrary to what some politi- 

cians would have us believe, was 
a native British product. 

Its lessons live on. The 
Chartists, hampered themselves 
by the lack of political theory, 
produced the seeds which the 
genius of Marx and Engels was 
to develop into the theoretical 
basis of: modern revolutionary 
Socialism.

"Australians Only Just 


’ 
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Failed To Win 
The Davis Cup 


Budge And Mako Are Not An 
Invulnerable Combination 


By FLA. Burrow 


At last tho long-drawn-out struggle for 


London, Sept. 12. 
the possession of the 


Davia Cup for 1938, which has been going on ever since the middle 
of May cither in Europo or America, has drawn to its conclusion; 
and the Cup remains in the possession of the country of its donor, 
Of all the nearly thirty would-be challengers for it, Australia came 
out top; but to wrest the trophy from the hands of the American 
holders proved just too hard a task for them—but only just. Budge 
was too good for cither of his opponents to win a single from bim; 
but, as I anticipated Inst Sunday, the American second string, R. 
Riggs, was able to win onc of his. two singles, and so made up for 


the loss of the doubles. 


Th was a great performance on the 
part of the Australian pair, Quist 
and Bromwich, to win the doubles 
against Budge and Mako, espectally 
atler the overwhelming defeat the 
two Americans had inflicted on them 
only a few days before in the Anal 
of the U.S.A, doubles championship: 
but anyone who follows the form of 
Budge and Moko must know by this 
time that they are by no means in- 
vulncrable—nothing ke so reliable 
au pair as Wilmer Allison and J. yan 
Ryn were a few yours ago. They 
entered on the match with two wins 
in the singles on the previous duy to 
hearten them, but their defeat threw 
the issue Into the melting-pot agaln. 

The first single of «the flnal day 
setQed matters finnliy in America's 
Cavour. According to the reports 
cabled. over bere, Budge's victory 
over Quist was largely owing to the 
Australian belng “put off his game” 
by being frequently and relentlessly 
fool-faulted, These incidents are un- 
fortunule; but if a man consistently 
served  foot-faults (and Quist has 
Jong been well known as an in- 
veterate foot-faulter) it is only right 
that he should be penalised. 

Players eminent enough to play 
for their country certainly ought to 
school themselves to obcy the rules 
of the game; and {t fs no excuse for 
breaking them to say that the rule 
is u bad rule, Bad it may be, ond 
In the opinion of ‘most people It is: 
but the International Federation has 
spent at Icant four fruitless years in 
endeavouring to find a satisfactory 
amendment to it: and’ until ‘that 
solution ig found, if ever, players 
must be prepared to put up with 
being penolised if they continuc to 
infringe it. 

UNORTHODOXY SUCCEEDS 

Australia’s fine fight, however, 
entitles her to good hopes for next 
ncuson’s competition. Quite the fea- 
ture of the whole match was the 
brilliant play of Bromwich. It is 
unfortunate, in one’ way, that his 
success should be obtained by the 
use of such extremcly unorthodox 
methods os using both hands to grip 
his racket; but his style 1s undeniably 
justified by its results, Australia 
appears to have unorthodoxy in its 
very ulr. V. B. McGrath is, like 
Bromwich, a player who uses a two- 
handed blow for some of his strokes, 
and very food strokes they are, pos- 
sessing the great advantage of con- 
cealing their Intended direction en- 
tirely from’ the adversary, And the 
greatest of all Australian players, 
Norman Brookes was by no means 
a model of orthodoxy. It was said 
of fim that he did everything wrong 
—held his racket wrong, had his fect 
in the wrong position, and In short, 
committed all the faults it was pos- 
sible to commit. Yet he was, in his 
day, undoubtedly the best player tn 


the world. Ut {Is safe to say that, if 
he had been “tuken in hand" early 
In his career and “couched,” he 
‘would never have risen to the 
eminence which he achieved. Grent 
playerg are born, not made; lucky 
are those who are strong-minded 
and self-confident enough to resist 
having thelr individuality "coached" 
out of them, 


DAVIS CUP MEETING 

Well, no more Davis Cup thls 
year. But before finally leaving It 
it Is not uninteresting to note that 
the official organ of the game hns at 
lnst published a report of the meet- 
ingg of the Davis Cup nations which 
wag held in) London more than a 
couple of months ogo. It_ will be 
remembered (though doubtless there 
are hopes that It may haye been 
forgotten!) that the main subject for 
discussion was whether the Davis 
Cup competition should in future be 
held annually or blennially. Ameri- 
can opposition to the biennial pro- 
posal was, naturally, very strong; 
and the resolution was lost by four- 
teen votes to seven, although all the 
strength of the British Empire (with 
the very natural exception of Ire- 
land) was cast In favour of it, to- 
gether with the votes of Germany, 
Greece, ond Switzerland. All” the 
other European countries, as well us 
India and Japan, voted with the 
U.S.A, for the maintenance of the 
status quo. To them the Davis Cup 
has been the principal agent in 
popularising the game in their coun- 
tries, and they saw no reason what- 
ever for preventing them playing for 
It every year Uf they wished to 
enter. Conversely, there is no ren- 
son whatever, if a country does not 
wish to enter every year, why it 
should not enter) every second or 
every tenth year if it so desires. It 
is hard to see -why this country 
should) have supported a proposal 
which was from the very start 
doomed to defeat. Of all nations 
our Association is far the richest, 
and cin well afford to send its team 
anywhere tn Europe to play. Davis 
Cup matches. It would: be indeed 
surprising Hf the 1939 competition 
found no tenm from Great Britain 
among the entries. 

“VARIUM ET MUTABILE 

No more admirable Mlustration of 
the diMculty of assessing the “form” 
of women players could well be 
imagined than that demonstrated in 
the match played this Inst week be- 
tween the team of Australian women 
and their hostesses in the U.S.A. It 
was on two-day match: on the first 
day the Australians Iced by four 
matches to two; on the second they 
lost four out of six, with the result 
that the whole encounter ended in 
a draw.

W. Oldfieid —

It fs accepted generally. that no 
finer wicket-keeper hos ever graced 
the cricxct field than W. A. Oldfield, 
the Australlan player, whose skill 
has been so much’ admired tn Aus- 
tralin, England, and elsewhere. In 
his book. “Behind the Wleket'’* 
he deals with his experiences in a 
hoppy and reminiscent way, and 
although there may be little that is 
really constructive in the publication 
it Is a very pleasant contribution to 
the literature on the gamc. 

Oldfield tells his story from the 
beginning of his career in a most 
entertaining way, making reference 
to many of the great ones he has 
played with ond against. His advice 
to wicket-keepers,' naturally, must 
be valuable, and his comments on 
the development of junior players is 
instructive. He ‘points out that In 
the parks and suburban. areas of the 
principal cities of Australla ore 
hundreds of wickets made of con- 
crete, over which, before play begins, 
u type of green colr matting is 
stretched to lessen the high bound 
of the ball, and at the same time 
protect the ball from being damaged.

“War” Threatened 
In Ireland 


: London, Sept. 26. 
“War” {s threatened in Irciand. 
The question at issue is whether the 
fox is to be exterminated. On the 
one side are ranged the _ horse- 
breeders and followers’ of the fox 
hunt. On the other are the smaller 
farmers, who are alleging that the 
fox is destroying their poultry. 

It is a grave question, especially 
in the well-known fox-hunting 
areas like the County Meath. The 
hunting field is, of course, an in- 
dispensable adjunct to the horse- 


breeding Industry, since it is there. 


that the young hunters ore “mnode" 
and shown to the best advantage. 
The fox hunt cannot continue to 
exist without foxes, and it has to be 
admitted that in the past the small 
farmers have been very tolerant in 
view of the damage which the fox 
undoubtedly does to the barnyard 
fowl. : 

Just now these farmers have 
talsed the cry that they cannot stand 
the destruction of their poultry. any 
longer, and they have called on the 
Iocal agricultural authority to offer 
a price for the extermination of the 
foxes, ~ 

The Agricultural Commitiee in the 
county are torn by two loyalties, 
They know the value of the fox to 
the horse-breeder, while they have 
to admit the losses Incurred by the 
fowl breeder. In the end, it seems 
likely that a compromise will have 
to be reached by which the. number 
of foxes will be reduced and the 
damage to all the hen-roosts . pro- 
portionately mitigated.

The Ministry of Public Welfare is 
pushing forth-a five-year plan to con- 
struct large gymnasiums in principal 
cities throughout the country provid- 
ing for mass exercises in gymnas- 
tics. 

Taking lessons from the _ recent 
emergency situation, the health au- 
thoritles “are favouring  colfectlve 
training of the nation in physical 
culture, and considerable modifica- 
tlons will be made in the past prac- 
tlees of training individual experts 
for competitive purposes. 

Under the present plan, prefec- 
tural capitals and cities with a 
population exceeding 100,000 will be 
provided with stadiums designed for 
moss exercises. The Welfare Minis- 
try will'sct aside a sum of Yen 1,- 
600,000 In its budget for the next 
fiscal year to subsidise construction 
of the new stadiums, = S 

For the purpose of accommodating 
scores of thousands of. trainees ut 
one time, exch stadium will cover 
an area of 30,000 tsubo or about 25 
acres, . 

Upon completion of the new plan, 
the authorities are planning to en- 
courage and sponsor officially, mass 
athletic meetings of prefectural and 
urban citizens on the basis of collec- 
tive training.—Domei.

His means must be 
InsuMecient to obtain It: for himself, 
and by reason of the gravity of the 
charge or of exceptional circum- 
stances i¢ must be desirable in the 
interests of justice that he should 
have professional help in hls defence. 

It js true that many of the offences

Giewellyn and a pupil, Licutenont J. 
B. Kitson, of the Royal Horse Guards, 
were killed: in a ‘plane ernsh at 
Lympne Inst month. 


Flying Officer Liowellyn, 
known long-distance airman, wos the 
son of Sir Willinm Llewellyn, — the 

rirnit painter and president of the 

oyal “Academy for the past .ten 
yenrs; Lieutenant Kitson wos a 
nephew of Lord Strathcona and 
Mount Royal. 


For conditions had prevailed at 
Lympne during the doy, making 
flying impossible, but shortly beforo 
G pm. the weather bad Improved 
nnd Llewellyn decided to take off. 
With Kitson, who had already flown 
alone, Liewellyn completed a half- 
circle of the acrodrome at o helght 
of nbout a hundred -and fifty feet 
when the machine nose-dived. 


Mr, R. M. Hackney, second Instruc- 
tor of the Cinque Ports Flying Club, 
said to a reporter: “I was in the olr 
with a pupll at the time and flying 
conditions were then quite good.” 


Shortly after the crash heavy fog 
again descended over the acrodrome, 
and it twas impossible to sce the 
wrecked machine from the roadway, 
a distance of about fifty. yards. 


Kitson, who lived at Madchurst, 
Arundel, Sussex, and was twenty- 
three, was on 0 COursc at Hythe 
Small Arms School and took odvan-~ 
tage of It to learn flying at Lympne. 
This was not connected with his 
military duties. 


‘Llewellyn took over the manage- 
ment of the Cinque Ports Flying 
Club in March. after Mr. W. E. 
Davies, the managing director of the 
club, hod been Killed there in a 
flying accident. He had been’ chief 
Instructor since Jast autumn, 


In 1935 Liewellyn, with Mrs, “Jill” 
Wyndhom, broke Miss Amy John- 
son's Cape-to-England record by 
18hr. 48min., completing the distance 
In just over 6! days. He _ planned 
to fly the ‘Atlantic, but his "plane 
crashed and his injuries kept him In 
hospital ‘for several weeks. . 


In March, 1937, Llewellyn = ficw 
‘both ways on the Cupe-London 
route, abandoning the intention to 
break the record owing to engine 
trouble and unfavourable weather. 


Liewellyn was planning o record 
Night to the island to Mauritius in 
October. He had been active dur- 
ing recent weeks training a large 
number of members of the Civil Air 
Gunrd. ue 

He leaves a widow, Mrs. Margot 
Liewellyn, and 2 son aged, about 
eight. g 

As a director and flying instructor 
at Hanworth airport Flying Officer 
Liewellyn was well known fn the 
Yiome Countries long before he 
sprang into prominence with his 
Afritan flights. We once made a re- 
marknable fiight-in a midget ‘plano 
from England to Johannesburg by 
ensy stages at a cost of about £40.

Magistrate Lifts Murder 


Trial Ban 


After many  adjournments, *.tho 
heorlng of the case against Li Man, 
alias Li Wal-nam, a 43-year-old -un-~ 
employed ship's greaser, on a charge 
of murder, was commenced before 
Mr, R. Edwards vat tho Central 
Maglstracy yesterday afternoon, - in 
Open Court. Li was alleged to have 
murdered a man named Pun Shing 
at the premises of the Luen’ Hing 
seamen’s boarding-house, 24a Con- 
nought Road Central, on August 4, 
The caso is for committal. 

Mr, Edwards had previously ruled 
that he would not allow the general 
public to attend the hearing of the 
case, though permitting the Press ta 
attend, ‘This ruling was attacked oy 
the Crown Counsel, Mr. J, Whyatt, 
last week, when the case was to have 

- begun, and it was subsequently ad- 
yourned to enable the Magistrate to 
consider the submissions made. 

Yesterday, Mr, Edwards, before the 
opening, of the case, and addressing 
‘Mr, Whyatt, sald he felt 't necessary 
to clarify a certain point. Referring 
to the authoritles quoted by Mr, 
Whyatt, he asked Jf it was the Crown 
Counnel's contention. fn fact that 
committal proceedings should be 
begun in exactly the same way as 
other proceedings. 

Mr. Whyatt replied = that It was 
not necessary fo put his case ashtsgh 
us that, 

Continulny, Mr. Edwards sald he 
was frateful to the Crown Counsel 
for his submission, and had come to 
the conclusion that he was not justl- 
fied, under Section 74 of the Mayis- 
trates’ Ordinance, in excluding the 
public from attendonce at the hear- 
ng. ‘ 

Case Opened 


Mr. Whyatt, who was assisted by 
Acting Detective-Inspector L. RR. 
Whant, then opened his case. It was 
alleged by the Crown, he sald, that 
defendant murdered Pun Shing by 
stabbing him in: the abdomen on 
September 4, as a result of which 
Pun died on September 8. The piace 
where the murder was committed 
was the premises of the Luen Hing 
seamen’s boarding-house at Con- 
naught Road, and was run by a man 
named Chany Wal-hing. The re- 
sidents were almost exclusively of 
the sen-faring class; mainly stolcers, 
greasers and cooks employed by the 
Blue Funnel Line. 

The system by which the boarding- 
house wad run wns similar to that 
of other boarding-hotses, namely, 
that all the residents contributed to 
a fund while in employment, and 
when out of employment, they were 
allowed to stay at the boarding- 
house with free meals-provided, until 
they could get employment again. 

Pun had been out of employment 
‘nce February this year, and he had 

ecelved free meals and lodging until 

ie aay of the crime, Defendant had 
so ved there for a considerable 

Iclod, having been unemployed for 

thost two years. He took his meals 

‘the boarding-house, and though 

Navas sometimes obsent in the 

CMlngs, was seldom known to miss 

hisporning meal.

After Lam had’ been told of 
ong’a needs, Lam called defendant 
and two other men into the room. 
They were told what Tong wanted, 
and Lam emphasised that.no opium 
amokera were wanted. 


Defendant assured Lam that he had 
given up oplum-smoking, and Tong 
told the’ men that they would have 
to wait until the end of the month 
before he could be certain about the 
vacancies. He said he would call or 
telephone on August 31 to Ict them 
know. Tong then Ieft. Defendant 
apparently assumed that he had got 
one of the jobs, but Tong did not 
call or telephone on August 31. 


Others Gct Jobs 


In the meantime, a man named 
Chau Fook had heard of Tong's visit, 
and being acquainted with Tong 
personally, went to see Tong at 
‘Tallkoo, and secured one of the vacant 
jobs) on August 30. Two of his 
clansmen took the other two vacan- 
cies, and they began work on Sep- 
tember 1. 

Continuing, Mr. Whyatt sald he 
was not sure when defendant heard 
his hopes of getting a job had been 
frustrated, but on September 2, de- 
fendant was in‘one of the rodms of 
the boarding-house about 11 p.m. 
torether with two other mea named 
Wong Ping and Lung Pat, while de- 
censed was sitting nearby, when it 
was alleged that deceased mentioned 
something about trying to get one 
of the Tailoo vacancies but not hav- 
ing succeeded. Defendant was 
alleged to have replied that Pun had 
deceived and deprived him of his 
job, This remark was resented by 
Pun, who told defendant to mind 
his own business. 

Nothing further happened, and on 
September 3, hoth defendant and Pun 
were seen in their respective rooms 
about 11 p.m. when an employee 
went to close the main door of the 
boarding-house. It was the practice 
of the boarding-house to close the 
door at that hour, but it would be 
enened: for any Jate comers until 
midnight. Anyone arriving back at 
that time, would have to stay out, 

About 5.45 am. on September 4, 
one of the employees named Chang 
Kwal-fook was awakened by shouts 
by the deceased, and jumping out 
of bed, .rushed to Pun's room, where 
he found Pun bleeding from the 
nbdomen. In consequence of what 
he was told by Pun, Chang, together 
with another employee named So 
Wah-kit, ran to the rear of the 
bonrding-house, and on getting there, 
observed that defendant's bunk was 
empty. The door of the room wns 
ulso slightly afar. 

In the meantime, the commotion 
had aroused other inmates of the 
boarding-house and o message was 
sent to the Central Police Station 
regarding the affair, Chang Wal- 
hing, the Heencee, called a muster 
of the men, and discovered that all 
were present except the defendont.

Intervals, 
About 1 om. on September 5, he 
was’ seen = squattIng =«ounder = the 
verandah on the pavement outside 
the oplum divan by a police constable, 
who on learning the dofendant's 
name, put him under arrest... ie wna 
taken Into the divan, ond was ree 
copnised by ‘the keeper. as the man 
who had been there some hours be- 
fore, : 

At the, time, it was thought ‘that 
deceased: would . make a: recovery, 
but he suffered n sudden relapse on 
Septmber 8, und before the — poltce 
could be informed so that o dylnit 
deposition could be taken, he ‘died. 
When charged with Pun'’s murder, 
defendant made a statement to the 
effect ‘that Chang Wal-hing alwaya 
wanted to put him to death, There 
waa nothing in the statement, said 
Mr. Whyatt, that he could connect 
with the crime, and it appeared to 
be nothing more than an incoherent 
und inconsequential statement, 

Making.n few observations on the 
case, Mr. Whyatt sald that no one 
had any grievance agalnst Pun ex- 
cept the defendant. It was clear 
that defendant had Ieft the floor 
erly on the morning of September 
4 and hod not returned. Defendant, 
he. pointed out, had seldom been 
known {o miss hls morning meal in 
the two years he had been jn the 
boarding-house. He had also Ieft 
without taking his baggage. No 
weupon had been found; it had 
presumably been removed by the 
person who had used it.) When 
charged with the murder, Lt had 
made no statement denying respon- 
sibility for the crime. 

Glving medical evidence, Dr. Dean 
A, Smith sald he examined Pun 
when the man was admitted — to 
hospital about 7.20 am. on September 
4. There were two wounds on Pun's 
right forearm, and a_ perforated 
wound in the abdomen. Pun was 
transferred to the operating theatre, 
and operated upon. Free blood was 
found jn the abdomen and the wound 
was perforating the masentery of the 
small intestine. : 

After the operation, Pun’s condi- 
tion was fatr, and he Improved dur- 
ing that'day and the following three 
days. On the morning of September 
8, he was reported to have slept well 
and to be comfortable, but on being 
seen‘ again at 9.30 am. was in a 
very much worse condition. The 
operating theatre was ordered to be 
prepared, and the polica were In- 
formed, but Pun died at 9.45 am. 

Dr. Smith conducted a post-mortem 
afterwards, and found that death had 
been caused by masenteric throm- 
bosis following the perforated wound 
in the abdomen which had damaged 
the masentery, wt

However one may disapprove 
Nazi policy at home and abroad, 
it is impossible to withhold 
wonder, if not admiration, for 
the seemingly tireless energy 
with which it pursucs its ends. 
The eradication of the Jew and 
all his works from Germany 
would seem to be a sufficiently 
onerous and complicated task to 
absorb the whole of the Imme- 
diate attention of those who are 
seeking to fulfil their dream’ of 
an Aryan people, united by 
blood and goil in a totalitarian 
system of loyalty to 1 common 
purpose personified, almost dei- 
fied, in Herr Hitler. ' 


But there are other influences 
besides that of Hebraism that 
endanger..the futuro. of.. the 
totalitarian self-sufficient State. 
Chief among these is the Chris- 
tian Faith, partly because of its 
claim on its members for a 
loyalty to another God than 
Caesar, and partly because its 
moral doctrines encourage a 
sense of the dignity of man and 
of a universal human brother- 
hood quite incompatible with 
the Nazi dogma of race 
superiority. Quite _logically 
therefore the Leader, to whom 
Democracy and the League of 
Nations and other kindred con- 
ceptions born and bred in Chris- 
tian ideology are anathema, 
must attack them at their 
fountain head. The surprises 
are (a) that the Nazi rulers 
have’ — sufficient superfluous 
vitallty to launch and continue 
the assault, and (b) that even 
a& people so disciplined and 


idealistic as the Germans do not 
revolt. ot 


The campaign opened at the 
very ‘beginning of the Nazi 
regime, and in Germany proper, 
the pre-Anschluss Germany, has 


“| developed very specially perhaps 


against the Protestant and 
Evangelical Churches.. Now it 
has been extended to Austria. 
There the enemy is Roman

On that day’'William -Lovett, 
founder of the 
Men's Association, -published 
the “People’s Charter,” which 
became tho: basis of :Chartism, 
the revolutionary: democratic 
agitation which swept - all 
Britain before it faded - away 
almost as. suddenly as it arose. 

‘Six demands comprised: the 
Charter: :- ke i 

-- Equal electoral areas; - 

‘Universal’ suffrage; 
-Puyment of M.P.s;, 
Vate by ballot; . 
Abolition:of property quali- 
fications; and 
Annual Parliaments. 
’ All but’ the Iast are now ac- 
eepted facts, but in those times 
of extreme misery and degra- 
dation of the workers, particu- 
larly -xmong the factory opera- 
tives,’ ‘coliers and handloom 
workers of the Midlands and the 
North, these few demands cap- 
tured’ the imagination. of the 


people. .¢ 


CBARTISM arose after 
r.°° ™ the defeat of the 
éarly Trade Union movement 
in. the .1830’s, whén a small 
group of London men formed 
the Working Men’s Association, 
which set to building unity of 
all the forces in that age of 
revolt upon the ._programme of 
the Charter. 2H 

These workers sent out “mis- 
sionarics” oll over Britain, and 
armed insurreetion was freely 
advocated, so keen was the 
demand—for -democratic repre- 
sentation. ° 


Rapidly becoming the most 
popular leader was one Feargus 
O'Connor, former Irish M.P.,.a 
demagogue who rarely made a 
speech without calling for 
revolution. 


First step in the Chartist 
campaign was the setting up by 
the disfranchised of a people’s 
parliament called the National 
Convention, which sat as a rival 
to the House of Commons and 
presented a petition, bearing 
one million signatures, de- 
manding of that - august as- 
sembly all six points of the 
Charter, 

The Convention was attended 
by delegates elected at- vast 
torchlight mectings held all 
over the country, and first sat 
on February 4, 1889, at the 
British Hotel, Cockspur Strect, 
Charing Cross. The spirit of 
revolt, already in action on the

Warned of 
their approach a small party of 
soldiers were lying in wait and 
easily dispersed them with rifle 
fire and within a few minutes 
the insurrectionists were flying 
to the hills... . 

Savage prosections followed, 
scores were transported, and by 
the: middle of 1840 the move- 


less, broken and disorgnised. 
O'Connor: directed the remn- 
ants of tho movement from 
gaol and he was able to gain 
complete contro! on his release.

. leadership = Chartism 
reached the crest of its strength, 
and in 1842 three and a half 
million signatures— the popula- 
tion was then: 18,000,000—were 
obained to a now petition.

Chartism flared up once more 
in 1847 with the clection of 
O’Connor as. M.P. for Notting- 
ham, Again-the movement cen- 
tred on a petition, and this time 
O’Connor claimed to have six 
million signatures, 

_A mighty demonstration was 
planned on Kennington Common 
for April 10, 1848, and it was 
intended that half a million men 
should march to Parliament to 
present the petition. - 

-The Government, by this time 
thoroughly alarmed-—for the 
tide of revolution was running 
high ‘on. the -Continent—placed 
the Duke of Wellington in 
charge of military measures to 
prevent insurrection, Two hun- 
dred thousand special constables 
were enrolled. 

Troops and artillery were 
placed at strategic points all 
over central London; Govern- 
ment offices and: banks were

a flasco, not more than 60,000-

million names. 

O'Connor lost his hold and his 
mind. (He became insane jn. 
1862 and died three years later.) 
Desporate efforts were made to- 
keep Chartism alive, but it was 
dead by 1868. ; 

Why did it fall? It repre. 
sented the challenge of a work-, 
ing-class, politically immature, 
uncducated and ill-equipped, to- 
a dominant economic’ power, 
strongly entrenched and well 
on its way to unparalleled Im- 
perial expansion, — 


was, too, one of tho 
earliest manifcsta- 
tions of class struggle which, 
contrary to what some politi- 
cians would have us believe, was 
a native British product. 
Its lessons liva on. The 
Chartists, hampered themselves. 
by the lack of political theory, 
produced the seeds which the 
genius of Marx and Engels was. 
to develop into the theoreticat 
basis of modern revolutionary 
Socialism.

Mr. Lawson asked that the Air 
Ministry inspector should bo called 
as a witness, . 

Seated next to the ‘coroner was 
Captain F. S.Wilkinson (Air Ministry 
inspector of accidents) who sald 
thelr investigation was stil being 
carricd out and no conclusions had 
yet been reached. 

Mr. Lawson: May I suggest the 
inquest should be adjourned so that 
we could have the result of that 
inquiry? 


Dr. Cohen: No. ' 
Captain Wilkinson sald {ft was 
not the custom to make public the 
results of their investigations into 
accidents, and the coroner agreed 
it was agalnst the interests of the 

State to give information on tech- 

nical polnts. y I 

Dr. Cohen said that the evidence 
before them showed that ‘the alr- 
plane was In perfect working con- 
dition, 

lo added: “We have to consider 
whether the accident was not duc In 
somo way to the occupant of the 
machine, 

“This pilot was flying that very 
morning ond was seen in another 
district of London a good many miles 
.from the alrfleld, although he had 
had Instructions to carry out certain 
exercises over tho alrfield” : 


NURSES ACT AS DOORKEEPERS 


The jury agreed that there was no 
evidence of culpable negilgence by 
Morris amounting to manslaughter. 


With nurses .as doorkeepers, 
bandaged survivors of the disaster, 
and sad-eyed relatives of the dead, 
the inquest was held at . North 
Middlesex Hospital, where several 
of the injured people are being 
cared for. :

DAVIS CUP MEETING 

Well, no ‘more Davis Cup this 
year. But before finally Jeaving it 
it Js not uninteresting to note that 
the ofMficiul organ of the game has at 
last published a report of the mect- 
ing of the Davis Cup nations which 
was held $n London -more than no 
couple of months ago. It will ‘be 
remembered (though doubtless there 
are hopes that it may have been 
forgotten!) that the main subject for 
discussion was whether the Davis 
Cup competition should in future be 
held annually or biennially. Ameri- 
can opposition to the blennial pro- 
posal was, naturally, very strong; 
and the resolution was lost by four- 
teen votes to seven, although all the 
strength of the British Empire (with 
the very natural exception of Ire- 
land) was cast in favour of It, to- 
gether with the votes of Germany, 
Greece, and Switzerland. All the 
other European countries, as well as 
India ond Japan, voted with the 
U.S.A, for the mulntenance of the 
status quo, To them the Davis Cup 
has been the principal agent in 
popularising the game in their coun- 
tries, and they saw no reason what- 
ever for preventing them playlng for 
{t every year if they wished to 
enter. Conversely, there is no rea- 
son whatever, if a country does not 
wish to enter every year, why It 
should not enter every second or 
every tenth ycar if it so desircs, It 
ig Hard to see why + this country 
should have supported a- proposal 
which was from the very start 
doomed ‘to defent. Of all nations 
our Association Is far the richest, 
and. can well afford to send Its team 
anywhere in Europe to play Davis 
Cup matches. It would be indeed 
surprising if the 1939 competition 
found no team from Great Britain 
among the entries,

Her rise to fame in tennis began 
at Wimbledon only last year, when 
she extended Senorita Lizana (as 
she was then) to three sets on the 
Centre Court—a thing no English- 
woman had done for 18 months.

W. Oldfieid 
Writes Book 
On Cricket 


It Is accepted generally that no 
finer wicket-keeper has ever graced 
the cricket field than W. A. Oldfictd, 
the Australian player, whose skill 
has been so much admired in Aus- 
tralia, England, and elsewhere. In 
his book. “Behind the Wicket'® 
he deals-with his experiences in a 
happy ond reminiscent way, and 
although there may be little that Is 
really constructive in the publication 
it Is a very pleasant contribution to 
the literature on the game. 

Oldfield tells his story from the 
beginning of hls career in a most 
entertaining way, making reference 
to many of the great ones he has 
played with and against. His advice 
to wicket-kecpers, naturally, must 
be valuable, and his comments on 
the development of junior players is 
instructive. He points out that In 
the parks and suburban oreas of the 
principal cities of Australia are 
hundreds of wickets made of con- 
crete, over which, before play begins, 
u type of green coir matting is 
stretched to lessen the high bound 
of the ball, and at the same timo 
protect the ball from being damaged. 
On such pitches thousands of 
cricketers play competitive cricket 
ench Saturday under the direction of 
eMclent associations, comprised of 
delegates from the various clubs 
constituting these associations. Of- 
ficial umpires, who have to pass an 
examination on the rules, are pro- 
vided. 

In the citles and suburbs of 
Sydney Stself there ore thirty such 
associations, comprising almost onc 
thousand teams and providing com- 
petitive play for approximately 16,- 
000 pluyers cach week. As similar 
nssocintions , exist throughout the 
country districts os well it can be 
renlised the wonderful fostering of 
talent which is -contlnually belng 
carried out and the foundation 
which {s being Jald for the produc- 
tlon of future champions. AI[ .of 
which goes to show the thoroughness 
of. Australla’s cricket mind. -

Exterminated? 


“War” Threatened 
In Ireland 


London, Sept. 26. 

“War” {s threatencd in Ircland. 
The question at issue js whether the 
fox is to be exterminated. On the 
one side are ranged the _horse- 
breeders and followers of the ‘fox 
hunt, On the other are the smaller 
farmers, who are. alleging that .the 
fox is .destroying their poultry. 

It 1s a grave question, especially 
in the well-known fox-hunting 
arcas like the County Meath. The 
hunting field {s, of course, an In- 
dispensable adjunct to the horse- 
breeding industry, since it 1s there 
that the young hunters are ‘made’ 
and shown to the best advantage. 
The fox hunt cannot continue. to 
exist without foxes, and it has to be 
admitted that In the past the small 
farmers have been. very tolerant in 
view of the damage which the fox 
undoubtedly: docs to the barnyard 
fowl. . 

Just now these farmers havo 
raised the cry that they cannot stand 
the destruction of their poultry any 
longer, and they have called on the 
local agricultural authority to offer 
a price for the extermination of the 
foxes, 

The Agricultural Committee in the 
county ore torn by two lJoyaltics. 
They Ienow the value of the fox to 
the horse-breeder, while they have 
to admit the losses Incurred by the 
fowl breeder, In the end, it seems- 
likely that a compromise will have 
to be renched by whlch the number, 
of foxes will be reduced and -the 
damage to alt the hen-roosts pro- 
portionately mitigated. 

Another form of sport which Is 
threatened fs that of trout-fishing in 
the Inkes of the midlands. The 
enemy, in this case, Js a strange 
type of wild duck which hag recent- 
ly taken up Its abode in the nelgh- 
bourhood of the ‘lakes.

The Criminal ‘Statistics for 1936, 
test published, show that the magis- 
trates in that year found 817,873 
persons guilty of various offences.

Under the Act of 1930 two condi- 
tions must be fulfilled before legal 
aid is granted to a defendant in the 
“Police Court.

. Magistrate Lifts Murder 


Trial Ban 


After many adjourhments, _ the 
vhearing of the case oguinst Li Man, 
alias Li Waol-nom, a 43-year-pld un- 
employed ship's greaser, on a charge 

. of murder, was commenced before 
Mr. R, Edwards at the Central 
Maglstracy yesterday ‘afternoon, in 
Open Court. Li was alleged to have 
murdered a man named Pun Shing 
at the premises of ‘the Luen Hing 
seamen'a bonrding-house, 24a Con- 
naught Road Central, on August 4. 
The case ts for committal. 

Mr. Edwards had previously ruled 
thot he would not allow the peneral 
publiie to attend the hearing of the 
enane, though permitting: the Press to 
attend, This ruling wag attacked by 
the Crown Counscl, Mr. J, Whyatt, 
lnst week, when the case was to have 
begun, and It was subsequently ad- 
rourned to enable the Magistrate te 
consider the submissions made. 

Yesterday, Mr. Edwards, before the 
opening of the case, and addresaln 
Mr, Whyatt, sald he felt it necessary 
to clarify a certain point, Referring 
to the authorities quoted by Mr. 
Whyatt, he asked if it was the Crown 
Counsel’s coniention In fact that 
committal proceedings should be 
bexun in exactly the snme way an 
other proceedings. 

Mr. Whyatt replicd that it was 
not necessary to put his case as hlsh 
as that. : 

Continuing, Mv. Edwards sald he 
was graveful to the Crown Counsel 
for his submission, and had come to 
the conclusion that he was not! just- 
fled, under Section 74 of the Mapis- 
trates Ordinance, in excluding the 
public from attendance at the hear- 
int. 

Case Opencd 

Mr, Whyatt, who was assisted by 
Acting Detective-Inspector L. ,R. 
Whant, then opened his case. It was 
alleged by the Crown, he sald, that 
defendant murdered Pun Shing by 
stabbing him in the abdomen on 
September 4, as a_ result of which 
Pun died on September 8. The place 
where the murder was committed 
was the premises of the Luen Hing 
senamen’s boarding-house at Con- 
naught Ronad,.and was run by a man 
named Chang Wat-hing. The re- 
sidents were almost exclusively of 
the sea-faring: class; mainly stokers, 
mreasers nnd cooks employed by the 
Blue Funnel Line. * 

The system by which the boarding- 
house Was run was similar to that 
of other  boarding-houses, namely, 
that all the residents contribuled to 
a fund while in employment, and 
when out of employment, they were 
allowed to stay at the boarding- 
house with free meals provided, until 
they could get employment again. 

Pun had been out of employment 
since February this year, and he had 
received free meals and lodging until 
the day of the crime. Defendant had 


ulso lived there for o considerable | - 


period, having been unemployed for 
almost two years. He took his meals 
at the boarding-house, and though 
he was sometimes absent in the 
evenings, was seldom known to miss 
lis morning: meal, 

A little time before the crime, a 
man named Tong Yat-lwong, who 
‘wor an engincer employed _on a 
Talkoo Dockyard tug, visited © the

with the view to 
engaging three men to fll certain 
vacancies which were pending. At 
the bourdlng-house, he entered the 
office ond saw Lam Chun, the ac- 
countant. Another man named So 
Wah-klt was also.present at the 
time. After Lam had been told of 
ong's needs; Lam called defendant 
nnd two other:men into the room. 
They were told what Tong wantcd, 
ond’ Lam emphasised that no opium 
smokers were wanted. : 


Defendant assured Lum that he had 
given up oplum-smoking, and ‘Cony 
told the men that they would have 
to walt until the end of the month 
before he could be certain about the 
vacancies. He sald he would call or 
telephone on August 31 to. Iet them 
know, ‘Tong then — left. Defendant 
apparently assumed that he had sot 
one of the jobs, but Tong did not 
enll or telephone on August 31, 


Others Get Jobs 


In the meantime, ‘a man named 
Chau Fook had heard of ‘Tong's visit, 
and being acquainted with Tony 
personally, went to see ‘Tong at 
‘Taikoo, and secured one of the vacunt 
jobs) on August 30. Two of his 
clansmen took the other two vacan- 
clea, and they begun work on Sep- 
tember 1. 

Continuing, Mr. Whyatt said he 
was not sure when defendant heard 
his hopes of getting a job had been 
frustrated, but on September 2, de- 
fendant was In one of the rooms of 
the boarding-house ubout 11° p.m. 
toether with two other men named 
Wong Ping and Lung Pat, while de- 
cented was sitting nearby, when it 
was wleped that deceased mentioned 
something about trying to Ret one 
of the Taikoo vacancies but not hav- 
ing succeeded. Defendant = was 
alleged to have replied that Pun had 
decelved and deprived him of his 
job, This remark was resented by 
Pun, who told defendant to, mind 
his own business.

At the time, it was thought that 
deceased would) mnke o recovery, 
but he suffered a sudden relapse on 
Septmber 8, and before the pollee 
could be Informed so thnt a dying 
deposition could be taken, he diced.

Making: a few observations on the 
case, Mr, Whyatt said that no one 
had any grievance against Pun ex- 
cept the defendant. It was clear 
that defendant had left, the floor 
carly on the morning of September 
4 and had not.returned. Defendant, 
he pointed out, had seldom been 
known to miss his morning meal in 
the two. years he had been in the 
boarding-house. He had also left 
without taking his baggage. No 
weapon had been found; it had 
presumably been removed by the 
person who had used it. When 
charged with the murder, Li had 
made no statement denylng respon- 
sibility for the erime. 

Giving, medical evidence, Dr. Dean 
A. Smith sald he examined Pun 
when the man was admitted to 
hospital about 7.20 a.m. on September 
4. There were two wounds on Pun's 
right forearm, and a perforated 
wound In the abdomen, Pun was 
transferred to the operating theatre, 
and operated upon. Free blood was 
found jn the abdomen and the wound 
was perforating the masentery of the 
small intestine. : 

After the operation, Pun's condi- 
{ion was fair, and he improved dur- 
ing, that day and the following three 
days. On the morning of September 
B, he was reported to have slept well 
nnd to’ be comfortable, but on being 
seen again at 9.30 am. was in a 
very much worse condition.. The 
operating theatre was ordered to be 
prepared, and the police were in- 
formed, but Pun died at 9.45 a.m. 

Dr. Smith conducted a post-mortem 
afterwards, and found that death had 
been caused by masenteric throm- 
bosis following: the perforated wound 
In the abdomen which had damaged 
the masentery.

it is impossible to withhold 
wonder, if not admiration, for

EMOCRACY .on the 
defensive, as we see 


D it to-day, seems a far 


ery from the time when men 
claiming equal rights in 
citizenship were attacking 
the etbonehokis of privilege. 

Yet one hundred years ago 
there was-launched in Britain 
& movement which in a few 
years gripped the nation, struck 
terror in the heart of reaction, 
and laid the foundations of 
British democracy. 


On.that day William Lovett, 
founder of the London Working 
Men's Association, published 
the ‘People's Charter,” which 
became the basis of Chartism, 
the revolutionary democratic 
agitation which swept all 
Britain before it faded away 
almost as suddenly as ijt arose. 


Six demands comprised the 
Charter: 

Equal electoral areas; 

Universal suffrage; 

Payment pf M.P.s; 

Vote .by. ballot; 

Abolition of property quali- 
fications; and 

_. Annual Parliaments. 

All but the Jast are now ac- 
cepted facts, but in those times 
of extreme misery, and degra- 
dation of the workers, particu- 
larly among the factory opera- 
tives, colliers and  handloom 
workers of the Midlands and the 
North, these few demands cap- 
tured the imagination of the 


people. ; 


HARTISM arose after 

the defeat of the 

carly Trade Union movement 

in the 1830's, when a small 

group of London men formed 

the Working Men’s Association, 

which set to building unity of 

all the forces in that age of 

revolt upon the programme of 
the Charter. : 

These workers sent out “mis- 
sionaries” all over Britain, and 
armed insurrection.was freely 
advocated, so keen was the 
demand for democratic repre- 
sentation. 

Rapidly becoming the most 
popular leader was one Feargus 
O'Connor, former Irish M.P., a 
demagogue who rarely made a 
specch without calling for 
revolution. 


First step in the Chartist 
campaign was the setting up by 
the .disfranchised of a pcople’s 
parliament called the National 
Convention, which sat ag a rival 
tu the Mouse of Commons and 
presented 2 petition, bearing 
one million signatures, de- 
manding of that august as- 
sembly all six points of the 
Charter, . : 


The Convention was attended 
by ‘delegates’ elected at. vast 
torchlight meetings held all 
over the country, and first sat 
on February 4,--1839, at the 
British Hotel, Cockspur Street, 
Charing Cross. The spirit of 
revolt, already in action. on the

The resolution finally clalms 
that the acceptance of the nbove de-

DAVIS CUP MEETING 

Well, no more Davis Cup thls 
year, But before finally leaving It 
it is not uninteresting to note that 
the oMcinl organ -of the gume has at 
lost published a report of the meet~ 
ing of the Davis Cup natlons which 
was held in London more than a 
couple of months ago. It will be 
remembered (though doubtless there 
are hopes that it may have- been 
forgotten!) that the main subject for 
discussion was whether the Davis 
Cup competition should in future be 
held annually or biennially. Ameri- 
ean opposition to the biennial pro- 
posal was, naturally, very strong; 
and the resolution was lost by fours 
teen votes to seven, although all the 
strength of the British Empire (with 
the very natural exception of Ire 
land) was cast In favour of it, to- 
gether with the votes of Germany, 
Greece, and Switzerland. All the 
other European countries, os well as 
Indin and Japan, voted with the 
U.S.A. for the maintenance of the 
status quo. To them the, Davis Cup 
has been the principal agent in 
popularising the game in their coun- 
trics, and they saw no reason what- 
ever for preventing them playing for 
It every year if they wished to 
enter, Conversely, there Iy-no rea- 
son whatever, if a country docs not 
wish to enter every year, why it 
should not enter every second or 
every tenth year if. it so desires. It 
Is hard to see why this country 
should have supported a proposal 
which’ was from the. very. start 
doomed to defeat. Of all ‘nations 
our Association {a far the richest, 
und can well afford to send {ts team 
anywhere .tn Europe to play ‘Davis 
Cup matches, It would be indeed 
surprising If the 1939 competition 
found no tenm from Great Britain 
among tho entrics.

he deals with his experiences in a 


happy and reminiscent way, and 
although there may be little that is 
really constructive in the publication 
{t is a very pleasant contribution to 
the Hterature on the game.

Oldfield tells his story from‘ the 
beginning of his career In a most 
entertaining way, moking reference 
to many of the grent ones he has 
pluyed with and against. His advice 
to wicket-keepers, naturally, must 
be valuable, and his comments on 
the ‘dévelopment of junior players Js 
Instructive. He points out that in 
the parks ond suburban areas of the 
principal cities of Australia are 
hundreds of wickets| mode of con~ 
erete, over which, before play begins, 
u type of green colr matting is 
stretched to lessen the high bound 
of the ball, ond at the same time 
protect the ball from belng damaged. 
On such pitches thousands of 
ericketers play competitive cricket 
ench Saturday under the direction of 
eMcient assoclations, comprised of 
delegates from the various clubs 
constituting these nssociations. Of- 
ficial umpires, who have to pass an 
examination on the rules, are pro- 
vided. i 

In the ‘cltles and suburbs of 
Sydney itself there are thirty such 
assoclations, comprising almost onc 
thousand teams and providing com- 
petitive play for approximately 16,- 
000 players cach week. As similar 
associations ¢xist throughout. tho 
country districts as well it can be 
renlised the wonderful fostering of 
talent whith fs: continually being 
carried out and the foundation 
which Is being Inid for the produc- 
tlon of future champlons. All of 
which joes to show the thoroughness 
of Australlo’s cricket mind.

“War” Threatened 
In Ireland — 


London, Sept. 20. 

“Wor” Js threntencd in’ Ireland. 
The question at issue is whether the 
fox is to be exterminated, On the 
one side are ranged the _horse- 
breeders and followers of the fox 
hunt. On the other are the smaller 
farmers, who are: alleging that the 
fox is destroying thelr poultry. 

It is a grave question, especially 
In the well-known fox-hunting 
arena like the County Meath. The 
hunting fleld {s, of course, an in- 
dispensable adjunct to the horse- 
breeding industry, since it is there 
that the young hunters are “made” 
and shown to the best advantage. 
The fox hunt cannot continue to 
exist without foxes, and {ft has to be 
admitted that in the past the small 
farmers have been very tolerant in 
view of the damage which the fox 
undoubtedly docs to the barnyard 
‘owl. 

Just now these farmers hava 
raised the cry that they cannot stand 
the destruction of thcir poultry any 
longer, and they have calicd on the 
local agricultural authority to offer 
a price for the extermination of the 
foxes, : \ 

The Agricultural Committee in the 
county are torn by two loyalties. 
They know the value of the fox to 
the horse-breeder, while they have 
to admit the losses incurred by the 
fowl breeder. In the end, It seems 
likely that a compromise will have 
to be reached by whlch the number 
of foxes will be reduced und the 
damage to all the hen-roosts pro- 
portionately mitigated.

However one may disapprove 
Nazi policy at home and abroad, 
it ia impossible to withhold 
wonder, if not admiration, for 
the seemingly tireless energy 
with which it pursues its ends. 
The eradication of the Jew and 
all. his works from Germany 
would seem to be a sufficiently 
onerous and complicated task to 
absorb the whole of the imme- 
diate attention of those who are 
seeking to fulfil their dream of 
an Aryan people,. united by 
blood and goil ‘in a totalitarian 
system of loyalty to a common 
purpose personified, almost dei- 
fied, in Herr Hitler. 


But there are other influences 
besides that of Hebraism that 
endanger the future of: the 
totalitarian self-sufficient State. 
Chief among these is the Chris- 
tian Faith, partly because of ‘its 
claim ‘on ita membérs for a 
loyalty to another God than 
Caesar, and partly because its 
moral doctrines encourage a 
sense of the dignity of man and 
of a universal human brother- 
hogd quite incompatible with 
the “Nazi dogma of race 
superiority. Quite logically 
therefore the Leader, to whom 
Democracy and the League of 


Nations and other kindred con- 
ceptions born and bred in Chris- 
tian ideology ‘are anathema, 
must attack them at their 
fountain head. The surprises 
are (a) that the Nazi rulers 
have ‘sufficient — superfluous 
vitality to launch and continue 
the assault, and (b) that oven 
a people so disciplined and 
idealistic as the Germans do not 
revolt. ~ 


The campaign opened at the 
very, beginning of the Nazi 
regime, and in Germany proper, 
the pre-Anschluss Germany, has 
developed very specially perhaps 
against the Protestant and 
Evangelical Churches. Now it 
has been extended to -Austria. 
There .the enemy is Roman 
Catholicism, and its stronghold 
First steps have 
already been taken. The nuns 
have been banished from the 
Kindergartens {in Vienna, in- 
cldentally also from the Hos- 
pitals and their places as 
supervisors — or nurses — have 
been taken’ by Nazi lay ap- 
pointees. This is, however, only 
preliminary. Plans have been 
published which contemplate in 
seeet: 


_ HISTORY'S MOST 
SUCCESSFUL FAILURE 


EMOCRACY on the 
defensive, as we see 
it to-day, seems a far 
ery from the time when men 
claiming equal rights in 
citizenship were attacking 
the strongholds of privilege. 
Yet one hundred years ago 
there ‘was launched in Britain 
& movement which in a few 
years gripped the nation, struck 
terror in the heart of reaction, 
and Iaid the foundations of 
British democracy, 


. On that day William Lovett, 
founder of the London Working 
Men's Association, published 
the “People’s Charter,” which 
became the basis. of Chartism, 
the revolutionary democratic 
agitation which swept all 
Britain before it faded away 
almost as suddenly as it arose. 


Six demands confiprised the 
Charter: 

Equal electoral arcas; 

Universal suffrage; 

Payment of M.P.s; 

Vote by ballot; 

Abolition of property quali- 
fications; and 

Annual Parliaments. 

All but the last are now ac- 
cepted facts, but in those times 
of extreme misery and: degra- 
dation of the workers, particu- 
Jarly among the factory opera- 
tives, colliers ond handloom 
workers of the Midlands and the 
North, these few demands cap- 
tured the imagination of the 


people.

CHARTISM arose after 

the defeat of the 

early Trade Union movement 

in the 1830’s, ‘when a small 

group of London men formed 

the Working Men's Association, 

which set to building unity of 

all the forces in that age of 

revolt upon the programme of 
the Charter, 

These workers sent out “mis- 
sionaries” all over Britain, and 
armed insurrection was freely 
advocated, so keen was the 
demand for democratic repre- 
sentation. 


Rapidly becoming the most 
popular leader was one Feargus 
O'Connor, former Irish M.P., a 
demagogue who rarely made a 
speech without calling for 
revolution. 


First step in tho Chartist 
campaign was the setting up by 
the disfranchised of a people's 
parliament called the National 
Convention, which sat as a rival 
to the House of Commons and 
presented ‘a petition, bearing 
one million signatures, de- 
manding of that august as- 
sembly all six points of the 
Charter, 


The Convention was attended 
by delegates elected at vast 
torchlight mectings held all 
over the country, and first sat 
on February 4, 1839, at the 
British Hotel, Cockspur Street, 
Charing Cross. : The spirit of

Moderates ruled the Conven- 
tion until the rejection by Parli- 
ament of the Charter petition. 
Then the “physical force” men 
gained control. Orders for a 
general strike were issued amid 
great excitement—and then were 
cancelled when: it was realised 
that no proper preparations had 
been made. 

The Convention went on talk- 
ing of means of coercing the 
Government, Including a run on 
the banks, until the militants, 
despairing of any real action 
and still toying with the idea of 
insurrection, decided upon the 
Newport’ (Mon.) rising. 

The capture of the town and 
the release of .Henry Vincent, 
leading Chartist orator, who 
was in Monmouth Castle, was to 
be the signal for general insur- 
rection. 


HE attack was to have 

been made by three 
columns on November 4, 1839, 
but owing to mismanagement 
these failed to unite and the 
assault was carried out by only 
3,000 men armed with rifles 
and colliers’ picks. Warned of 
their approach a small party of 
soldiers were lying in wait and 
easily dispersed them with rifle 


fire and within a few minutes 


the insurrectionists were flying 
to the hills. 

Savage proscctions followed, 
scores were transported, and by 
the middle of 1840 the move- 


less, broken and disorgnised, 
O'Connor directed the remn- 
ants of the movement from 
gaol and he was able to gain 
complete control on his release.

NDER O’Connor’s 

leadership | Chartism 
reached the crest of its strength, 
and in 1842 three and a half 
million signatures— the popula- 
tion was then 18,000,000—were 
obained to a new petition. But 
this suffered the same fate as 
the first. A new wave of strikes 
swept the country in answer to 
wage cuts during a period of 
trade depression, but O’Connor 
failed to develop it into a gen- 
eral strike, and: so the second 
phase of Chartism ended in Ne 
feat. 

Chartism flared up once more 
in 1847 with the clection of 
O’Connor as M.P. for Notting- 
ham, Again the movement cen- 
tred on a petition, and this time 
O’Connor claimed to have six 
million signatures. 

A mighty demonstration was 
planned on Kennington Common 
for April 10, 1848, and it was 
intended that half a million men 
should march to Parliament to 
present the pétition. 

The Government, by this time 
thoroughly alarmed—for the 
tide of revolution was running 
high on the Continent—placed 
the Duke of Wellington in 
charge of military measures to 
prevent insurrection. Two hun- 
dred thousand special constables 
were enrolled. 

Troops and artillery were 
placed at strategic points all 
over central London; Govern- 
ment offices and banks were 


The Chartists had arranged to: 
assemble on the Common and to 
march thence to Westminster. 
The Government ~ proposed to- 
stop them by’ 
bridges. 

But the demonstration proved. 
a flasco, not more than 60,000 
turned up,'no attempt was made: 
to force the bridges, and the. 
great national petition was. 
{xonminiously delivered by cabt 
It was found to bear only twa- 
million, names. 

O'Connor lost his hold and his 
mind. (He became insane jn: 
1852 and diced three years later.) 
Desperate efforts were mado to- 
keep aon alive, but it was. 
dead by 186 

Why dit a fall? It repre- 
sented the challenge of a work- 
ing-class, politically immature, 
uneducated and ill-equipped, to 
a dominant. cconomic power, 
strongly entrenched’ and well 
on its way to unparalleled Im- 
perial expansion, 


rT was, too, ono of the 

earliest manifesta-. 
tions of class struggle which, _ 
contrary to what some politi- 
cians would have us believe, was 
a native British product, 

Its lessons live on. The 
Chartists, hampered themselves. 
by the Inck of. political theory, 
produced the seeds which the. 
genius of Marx and Engels was 
to devolop into the theoretical. 
basis of modern revolutionary 
Socialism.

A. demand for the 
establishment .of a constitu- 
tional- government in Pales- 
tine was the major point in 
a resolution.‘ unanimously 
passed at the closing session 
of the Moslem _ Inter- 
Parliamentary Congress at 

present being held here. 


The resolution declares that the 
Congress considers null and void the 
Balfour declaration in support of a 
national home for the Jews in Pales~ 
tine, and demands the immedlate 
cessation of Jewlsh immigration to 
Palestine.- 


It ‘rejects the divislon of Palestine 
in any form and demands the estab- 
Ushment of constitutlonal Govern- 


ment, the signing of an Anglo-Arab: 


treaty, a general amnesty for political 
prisoners, the release of arrested 
leaders. The resolution finally clalms 
that the acceptance of the above de- 
mands Is the only possible solution 
of the problem and unless it is ac- 
cepted all Arab peoples should be 
asked to consider the Britlsh and the 
Jews “ag enemics with oll the con- 
sequences which that fceling entails. 

In a preamble the resolution states 
that in order to show the good will 
of the Congrcss the Jews already in 
Patestine will be granted full rights 
of citizenship.—Reuter, 

ASSASSINS FAIL

and the Cup remains in tho possession of tho country of its donor. 
OF all the nearly thirty would-bo challengers for it, Australia came 
out top; but to wrest tho trophy from the hands of the American 
holders proved just tco hard o task for them—but only just. Budge 
was too good for cither of his opponcnts to win a single from him; 
but, as I anticipated last Sunday, the American second string, R. 
Riggs, was able to win ono of his two singles, and so made up for 


the loss of the doubles. 


It waa a great performance on the 
part of the Australinn palr, Quist 
and Bromwich, to win the doubles 
ngninst Budge and Muko, especiully 
after the overwhelming defeat the 
two Americans had Infileted on them 
only n few days before in the fingt 
of tho U.S.A, doubles champlonship: 
but anyone who follows the form of 
Budge and Mako must know by this 
timo that they are by no means in- 
vulneroble—nothing like so reliable 
a pair as Wilmer Alllson and J. van 
Ryn were a few. yours ago, They 
entered on the match with two wins 
in the aingles on the previous day to 
hearten them, but their defoat threw 
the issue into the melting-pot again. 

The first single of the final day 
scttled matters finally In America’s 
favour. According ‘to the reports 
cabled over here, Budge’s victory 
over Quist was largely, owing to the 

_ Australian being “put off his. game” 
by being frequently and relentlessly 
foot-faulted, These incidents are un- 
fortunate; but if o.man consistently 
served foat-faults (and Quist has 
long been well. known as an in- 
vetcrato foot-faulter) It is only right 
that he should bo penalised. 

Players eminent enough to play 
for thelr country certainly ought to 
school themselves to obey the rules 
of tho game; and {t is no excuse for 
breaking them to say that the rule 
is a bad rule. ‘Bad it may be,. and 
in tho opinion of most people it fs: 
but the International Federation hus 

_ Spent at least four fruitless yenrs in 

endeavouring, to find a satisfactory 
amendment to it: and until that 
solution is found, if ever, players 
must be prepared to put up with 
-being penalised if they continue to 
infringe it, ° 

UNORTHODOXY SUCCEEDS . 

Australia's fine fight, . however, 
entities her to good hopes for next 
season's competition. Quite ‘the fen- 
ture of ‘the whole match was the 
brillant play of Bromwich. It fs 
unfortunate, in one way, that his 
success should be obtalned by the 
use of such cxtremcly unorthodox 
mothods ns using both hands to grip 
hls racket: but his style fs undeniably 
justified by its results. Australla 
appears {o have unorthodoxy In its 
very air. B. McGrath 1s, Ike 
Bromwich, a player who uscs a two- 
handcd biow for some of his strokes, 
and very food strokes they are, pos- 
sessing the preat advantage of con- 
cealing their intended directlon en- 
tirely from the adversary. And the 
frentest of all Australian pinyers, 
Norman Brookes was‘ by no means 
a model of orthodoxy. It was sald 
of him that he did everything wrong 
—held his racket wrong, had hls feet 
in the wrong position, and in short, 
committed all the faults it was pos- 
sible to commit. Yet ho was, in his 
day, undoubtedly the best player in 
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the world. It is safe to say that, if 
he had been “taken in hand" carly 
in his career and “coached!” he 
would never have risen to the 
eminence which he achieved. Great 
players are born, not made; lucky 
ure these who are strong-minded 
and self-confident cnough to resist 
having their individuality “coached” 
out of them. 


DAVIS CUP MEETING 

Well, no more Davis Cup this 
year. But before finnlly leaving It 
it is mot uninteresting to note that 
the official organ of thé. game has at 
last published a report of the mect- 
Ing of the Davis Cup nations which 
was held in. London more than u 
couple of months ago. It will be 
remembered (though doubtless there 
are hopes thot it may. have been 
forgotten!) that the main subject for 
discussion was 
Cup competition should inifuture be 
held annually or biennially. Ameri- 
can opposition to the biennial pro- 
posal was, naturally, very strong; 
and the resolution was lost by four- 
teen votes to seven, although all the 
strength of the British Empire (with 
the very natural exception of Ire- 
land) was cast In’ favour of it, to- 
gether with the votes of Germany, 
Greece, and’ Switzerland. All the 
other European countries, os. well as 
Indla and Japan, voted with the 
US.A. for the maintenance of the 
status qto. To them the Davis Cup 
has been the. princlpal agent in 
populnarising the game in their coun- 
tries, and they saw no reason what- 
ever for preventing them playing for 
it every year if they wished to 
enter, Conversely, there is no rea- 
son whatever, if a country does not 
wish to enter cvery year, why It 
should: not enter every second or 
every tenth year if it so desires, It 
is hard to sce. why this -country 
should have supported a- proposal 
which was from the very start 
doomed to defeat. Of all natlons 
our Association is far the — richest, 
and can well nfford to send Its team 
anywhere in Europe to play Davis 
Cup matches. It would be indeed 
surprising {f the 1930 competition 
found no team from Grent Britain 
among the cntrics. . 

“VARIUM ET MUTABILE 

No more admirable Mlustration of 
the diMiculty of assessing the “form” 
of*women players could well’ be 
imagined than that demonstrated in 
the match played thls Inst week be- 
tween the team of Australian women 
and their hostesses in the USA. It 
was a two-day match: on the first 
day the Australinns led by four 
matches to two; on the second they 
lost four out of six, with the result 
that the whole encounter ended in 
a draw.

W. Oldfieid 
Writes Book | 
On Cricket 


It is accepted generally that no 
finer wicket-keeper has ever graced 
the cricket field than W. A. Oldfield, 
the Australian ployer, whose skill 
has been so much odmired in Aus- 
tralla, England, ond elsewhere. In 
his _book.. “Behind the. Wicket'® 
he deals with his experiences In a 
happy and. reminiscent way, and 
although there may be little that is 
really constructive in the publication 
it Is a very pleasant contribution to 
the literature on the game. 

Oldfield tells his story from . the 
beginning of his career in a, most 
entertaining way, making reference 
to many of the great ones he has 
played with and against. His advice 
to wicket-keepers, naturally, must 
be valuable, and his comments on 
the development of junior players Is 
Instructive. He points out that In 
the parks ond suburban areas of the 
principal cities of Australln are 
hundreds of wickets. made of con- 
erete, over which, before play begins, 
u type of. green colr matting is 
stretched to Iessen the high bound 
of the ball, and at the same timc 
protect the ball from belng damaged. 
On such pltches thousands of 
erlecketers plny competitive cricket 
each Saturday under the direction of 
efficient associations, comprised of 
delegates from. the varlous clubs 
constituting these associations. Of- 
ficlal umpires, who have to pass an 
examination on the rules, are pro- 
vided. : 

In the cities ond suburbs of 
Sydney itself there are thirty such 
associations, comprising almost one 
thousand teanis and providing com- 
petitive play for approximately 16,- 
000 ployers cach weels, As similar 
nssociations “exist “throughout the 
country districts as. well it can be 
realised the wonderful {fostering of 
talent which {3 continually being 
carried out and’ the foundation 
which js being laid for tho: produc- 
tion of future champions. -All of 
which gocs to show the thoroughness, 
of Australia’s cricket mind.

It is a grave question, especially 
In the well-known fox-hunting 
areas like the County Meath. The 
hunting field is, of course, an in- 
dispensable adjunct to the horsc- 
breeding industry, since it is there” 
that the young hunters are “made” 
and shown to the -best advantage. 
The fox hunt cannot continue to 
exist without foxes, and it has to be 
ndmitted that In the past the small 
farmers have been very tolerant Jn 
view of-the damage which. the fox 
pnasubtediy docs to the barnyard 
owl, 

Just now these farmers have 
talsed the cry that they cannot stand 
the destruction of their poultry any 
longer, ond they have called on the 
local ogricultural authority to offer 
a price for the extermination of the 
foxes, 

The Agricultural Committee in the 
county ore torn by two loyaltics. 
They know the value of the fox to 
the horse-breeder, while they have 
to admit the losses incurred by the 
fowl breeder. In the end, it seems 
likely that o compromise willl have 
to be reached by which the number 
of foxes will be reduced and the 
damage to all the hen-roosts pro- 
portionately mitigated. 

Another form of sport which 1s 
threatened is that of trout-fishing in 
the lakes of the midjands. The 
enemy, In this case, {s a strange 
type of wild duck which has recente 
ly taken up its abode In the nejgh- 
bourhood ‘of the Inkes.

New | Emergency Laws 


Gazetted 


In a Gazette Extraordinary issued 
to-day, the Governor has added on- 
other sectlon to the Emergency Re- 
gulations Issued Inst week whereby 
restrictions are placed on allen com- 
batants, refugees and others. The 
new section reads: 


RESTRICTIONS ON ALIEN 
COMBATANTS, REFUGEES 
AND OTHERS 


(1) This regulation shall apply

(a) every person-belonging to the

However one may disapprove 
Nazi policy at home and abroad,. 
it is impossible to withhold 
wonder, if not admiration, for 
the seemingly tireless energy 
with which it pursues its ends. 
The eradication of the Jew and 
all his’ works from Germany 
would seem to. be u sufficiently 
onerous and complicated task to 
absorb the whole of the immc- 
diate attention of those who ure 
seeking to fulfil their dream of 
an Aryan people, united by 
blood and soil in a totalitarian 
system of loyalty to a common 
purpose personified, almost dei- 
fied, in. Herr Hitler. 


But there are other influences 
besides that of Hebraism that 
endanger the future -of the 
totalitarian self-sufficient State. 
Chief among these is the Chris- 
tian Faith, partly because of its 
claim on its members for a 
loyalty to anothor God than 
Caesar, and partly because its 
moral doctrines ‘encourage & 
sense of the dignity of man and 
of a universal human _ brether- 
hood quite incompatible with 
the Nazi dogma of race 
superiority. Quite logically 
therefore the Leader, to whom 
Democracy and the League of 
Nations and other kindred con- 
ceptions born and bred in Chris- 
tian ideology are anathema, 
must attack them at their 
fountain head. The surprises 
aro (a) that the Nazi rulers 
have sufficient superfluous 
vitality to launch and continue 
tho assault, and (b) that even 
a people so disciplined and

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EMOCRACY on the 
defensive, as we see 
it to-day, seems a far

Yet one hundred years ago 


there was launched in Britain’ 


u movement which in a few 
years gripped the nation, struck 
terror in the heart of reaction, 
and laid the foundations of 
British democracy. 


On that day William Lovett, 
founder of the London Working 
Men's Association, published 
the “People’s Charter,” which 
became the basis of Chartism, 
the: revolutionary democratic 
agitation which swept all 
Britain before it faded sway 
almost as suddenly as it arose. 


Six demands comprised the 
Charter: je 
Equal electoral arcas; 
Universal suffrage; 
Payment of M.P.8; 
Vote by ballot; 
Abolition of property quali- 
fications; and 
Annual Parliaments. 

All but the Inst are now ac- 
cepted facts, but in those times 
of extreme misery and degra- 
dation of the workers, particu- 
larly among the factory opera- 
tives, colliers and handloom 
workers of the Midlands and the 
North, these few demands cap- 
tured the imagination of the 
people. 


CHARTISM arose after 
the defeat of the 
early Trade Union movement 
in the 1830's, when - a small 
group of London men formed 
the Working Men’s Association, 
which set to building unity of 
all the forees in that age of 
revolt upon the programme of 
the Charter. 

These workers sent out “mis- 
sionaries” all over Britain, and 
armed. insurrection was freely 
advocated, so keen was tho 
demand for democratic repre- 
sentation. 


Rapidly becoming the most 
popular leader was one Feargus 
O'Connor, former Irish M.P., a 
demagogue who rarely made o 
speech without calling for 
revolution. 


First step in the Chartist 
campaign was the setting up by 
the disfranchised of a people’s 
parliament called the National 
Convention, which sat as a rival 
to the House of Commons and 
presented a_ petition, bearing 
one million ‘signatures, de- 
manding of. that august as- 
sembly all six points of the 
Charter, 

The Convention was attended 
by‘ delegates clected at vast 
torchlight meetings ‘held all 
over the country, and first sat 
on February 4, 1839, at the 
British- Hotel, Cockspur Strect, 
Charing Cross. ‘The spirit of 
revolt, already in action on the

Continent, was growing among 
the British industrial workers, 
and in many districts men were 
reported to be arming and 
drilling. The Government be- 
gan to organise forces to resist 
insurrection, e 

Moderates ruled the Conven- 
tion until the rejection by Parli- 
ament of the Charter petition. 
Then the “physical forco” men 
gained control. Orders for a 
general strike were issucd amid 
great excitement—and then were 
cancelled when it was realised 
that no proper preparations liad 
been made. 

The Convention went on talk- 
ing of means of coercing the 
Government, including a run on 
the banks, until the militants, 
despairing of any real action 
and atill toying with the idea of 
insurrection, decided upon the 
Newport (Mon.) rising. 

The capture of the town and 
the release of Henry Vincent, 
leading Chartist orator, who 
was in Monmouth Castle, was to 
be the signal for gencral insur- 
rection. 


HE attack was to have 
been made by three 
columns on’ November 4, 1839, 
but owing to mismanagement 
these failed to unite and the 
asgault was carried out by only 
3,000 men armed with rifles 
and colliers’ picks, .Warned of 
their approach a small party of 
soldiers were lying in wait and 
easily, dispersed them with rifle 
fire and within a few minutes 
the insurrectionists were flying 
to the hills. : 
_ Savage prosections followed, 
scores were transported, and by 
the middle of 1840 the move- 


ment was almost wholly leader- 
less, broken and disorgnised, 
O'Connor directed the remn- 
ants of the: movement from 
gaol and he was able to gain 
complete control on his release.

NDER O'Connor’s 

leadership -Chartism 
reached the crest of its strength, 
and in 1842 three and ao half 
million signatures— the popula- 
tion was then 18,000,000—were 
obaincd to a new petition. But 
this suffered the same fate as 
the first. A new wave of strikes 
swept the country in answer to 
wage cuts during a period of 
trade depression, but O’Connor 
failed to develop it into a gen- 
era) strike, and so the second 
phase of Chartism ended in de- 
feat, ‘ 

Chartism flared up once more 
in 1847 with the election of 
O'Connor as M.P. for Notting- 
ham, Again the movoment cen- 
tred on a petition, and this time 
O’Connor ‘claimed to have six. 
million signatures. 

A mighty demonstration was 
planned. on Kennington Common 
for April 10, 1848, and it was 
intended that half a million men 
should march to Parliament to 
present the petition. 

The Government, by this time 
thoroughly alarmed —for the 
tide of revolution was running 
high on the Continent—placed 
the Duke of Wellington in 
charge of military measures to 
prevent insurrection, Two hun- 
dred thousand special constables 
were enrolled. . 

Troops’ and artillery were 
placed at strategic points all 
over ‘central London; Govern- 
ment offices and. banks. were

O’Connor lost his hold and his 
mind. (He became insane in 


‘1852 and died three ycars Inter.) 


Desperate efforts wero: made to 
keep Chartism alive, but it was 
dead by 1858. 

Why did it fall? It repre- 
sented the challenge of a work- 
ing-class, potitically immature, 
uneducated and ill-equipped, to- 
an dominant economic power, 
strongly entrenched and well 
on its way to unprralleled. Im- 
perial expansion. “ 


Tr was, too, one ofthe. - 
earliest manifesta-- 
tions of class struggle which, 
contrary to what some  pollti- 
cians would have us believe, was 
a native British product. 
Its lessons live on. The 
Chartists, hampered themselves. 
by the lack of political theory, 
produced the seeds which the 
genius of Marx and Engels was 
to devolop into the theoretical

The resolution declares that the 
Congress considers null and void the 
Balfour declaration in support of a 
national home for the Jews in Pates- 
tlne, and demands the immediate 
cessation of Jewlsh immigration to 
Palestine, 


It rejects the division of Palestine 
in any form and demands the estab- 
lishment of constitutlona! Govern- 
ment, the signing of an Anglo-Arab 
treaty, a general amnesty for political 
prisoners, the release of arrested 
, leaders, The resolution finally claims 
that the acceptance of the above de- 
mands is the only possible solution 
of the problem and unless {t is ac- 
cepted all ‘Arab peopics should be 
asked to consider the Britlsh and the 
Jews os enemics with all the con- 
sequences which that feellng entails. 

In a preamble the resolution states 
that in order to show the good will 
of the Congress the Jewr already in 
Palestine will be granted full rights 
of cltizenship.— Reuter.

At lost tho long-drawn-out struggle for

London, Sept. 12. 
the possession of the 


Davis Cup for 1938, which hos been going on ever since tho middle 
of May cither\in Europo or America, has drawn to its conclusion; 
and tho Cup rémains in tho possession of the country of its donor. 
OF all the nearly thirty would-be challengers for it, Australia camo 
‘out top; but to wrest tho trophy from the hands of the American 
holders proved just too hard ao task for them—-but only just. Budge 
was too good for cither of his opponents to win a single from him; 
but, as [ anticipated Inst Sunday, the American second string, R. 
Riggs, was able to win one of his two singles, and so mado up for 


the loss of the doubles. 


Tt was a great performance on the 
part of the Austratlan pair, Quist 
and Bromwich, to win the doubles 
againkt: Budge and Muko, especlally 
ofter the overwhelming defeat the 
two Americans ‘had Inflicled on them 
only o few days before in the final 
of tho U.S.A, doubles champlonship: 
but anyone who follows the farm of 
Budge and Mako must know by this 
time thnt they are by no means in- 

* vulnerablo—nothing. Ike so reliable 
a pair ag Wilmer Allison and J, van 
Ryn were a few ‘years ato. They 
entered on the match with two wins 
in the singles on the previous day to 
hearten them, but thelr defeat threw 
the issue Into the melting-pot ogain. 

The first aingle of the Mnal day 
settled matters: (nally in America's 
favour, According to. the reports 
cabled over here, Budgo's victory 
over Quist was largely owing to the 
Australlan being “put off his game" 
by being frequently ond: relentlessly 
foot-faulted, These incidents are un- 
fortunate; but If o man consistently 
served fool-faulls (and Quist hus 
long been well known os an In- 
veterato foot-faulter) it is only right 
that he should be penalised. 

Ploycrs eminent enough to. play 
for thelr country certainly ought to 

. School themsclves to obey the rules 
of the game; and it Is no excuse for 
breaking them to say that the rule 
is a bad rule, Bad it may be, and 
tn the opinion of most people it {s: 

. but the International Federation has 
spent at Icast four fruitiess years In 
endeavouring to find ‘a satisfactory 
amendment to ft: and: until that 
solution fs found, if ever, players 
must bo prepared to put up with 
being penalised if they continue to 
infringe tt. 

' INORTHODOXY SUCCEEDS 

, traHa's fine flght, however, 
entitles her to good hopes for next 
peuson's competition, Quite the fea- 
ture of the whole match | was the 
brillant plny of Bromwich. It !s 
unfortunnte, In one way, that his 
success should be op taTe by the 

’ use -of such extremely unorthodox 
methods os using .both hands to erlp 
his racket; but his style is undeniably 
duatiNed by its results, Australia 
appears to have unorthadoxy In its 
very alr, V. B. McGrath Is, like 
Bromwich, o player who uses n two- 
handed blow for some of his strokes, 
and very good stroltes they are, pos« 
sessing the great advantage of con- 
cealing thelr intended direction en- 
tircly from the adversary. And the 
reeatest of all Australlan -ployers, 
Norman Brookes was by no mens 
a model of orthodoxy, [t was sald 
of him that he did everything wrong 
—held his racket wrong, had his fect 

dn.the wrong position, and in short, 
committed all the faults it was pos 
aslble to commit. Yet he was, In his 
day, undoubtedly the best player tn 


the world. It ls safe to say that, if 
he had been “taken Jn hand" early 
In chis cnrecr and “coached,” he 
would never have risen to the 
eminence which he achieved. Grent 
players are born, not made; lucky 
are those who are strong-minded 
and self-confident cnough to resist 
having thelr individuality “coached” 
out of them, 


LAVIS CUP MEETING 
Well, no more Davis Cup this 
year, But before Onolly leaving it 
it 1s not uninteresting to note that 
the official organ of the gume hos at 
Tast published a report of the meect- 
ing of the Davis Cup natlons which 
was held in London more than a 
couple of months ago. It will be 
remembered (though doubtless there 
are hopes that it may have been 
forgotten!) that the main subject for 
discussion was whether the Davis 
Cup compctition should in future be 
held annually or biennially, Amerl- 
can opposition to the biennial pro- 
posal was, naturally, very strong; 
and the resolution was lost by four- 
teen votes to seven, although all the 
strength of the British Emplre (with 
the very natural exception of Ire- 
land) was cast in favour of it, to- 
gether with. the votes of Germany, 
Greece, and Switzerland, All the 
other European countries, os well as 
Indin ond Japan, voted with the 
U.S.A. for the maintenance of the 
status quo, To them the Davis Cup 
has been the principal agent in 
popularising the game in thelr coun- 
tries, and they saw no reason what- 
ever for preventing them playing for 
it every year if they ‘wished to 
enter. Conversely, there Is no rea- 
son whatever, if u country docs not 
wish to enter every year, why it 
‘should not enter every second or 
every tenth year If it so desires, It 
Is hard to see why this country 
should’ have supported a: proposal 
which was from the’ very. start 
doomed to defent, Of all nations 
our Association is far the richest, 
and enn well afford to send its team 
anywhere in Europe to play Davis 
Cup matches, It would be indeed 
surprising if the 1939 competition 
found no term from Great Britain 
among the cntrics.

W. Oldfieid 
Writes Book 
On Cricket 


It Is’ accepted generally that no 
finer wicket-keeper has ever graced 
the cricket field than W, A. Oldfield, 
the Australinn player, whose skill 
has been so much admired in Aus- 
tralla, England, and elsewhere. In 
his book, “Behind the. Wicket''* 
he deals with his experiences in a 
happy and reminiscent way, ond 
olthough there may be ttle that Is 
-renlly constructive in the publication 
{t Is a very pleasant contribution to 
the Iiterature on the game. 

Oldfield tells his story from the 
beginning of his career in. a most 
entertaining way, making reference 
to many of the great ones he has 
played with and against. His advice 
to wicket-kecpers, naturally, must 
be valuable, and his comments on 
the development of junior players ts 
Instructive. He points out that In 
the parks and suburban areas of the 
principal cities of Australian are 
hundreds of wickets made of con- 
crete, over which, before play begins, 
au type of green colr’ matting ‘Js 
stretched to Jessen the high bound 
of the ball, and nat the same time 
protect the ball from being damaged. 
On such pitches thousands of 
cricketers play competitive cricket 
each Saturday under the direction of 
eMficient assoctations, comprised of

“War 1s threatencd {fn Ireland, 
The question at issue Is whether the 
fox is to be exterminated. On tho 
one side are ranged the horse- 
breeders and followers of the fox 
hunt.. On the other are the smaller 
farmers, who are alleging that the 
fox is destroying their poultry. 

It is a grave question, especioily 
in the well-known fox-hunting 
areas ike the County Meath. The 
hunting field is, of course, an In- 
dispensatle adjunct to the horse- 
breeding industry, since it is there 
that the young hunters arc “made’ 
and shown to the best advantage. 
The fox hunt cannot continue to 
exist without foxes, and It has-to be 
admitted that in the past the small 
farmers have ,been very tolerant in 
view of the damage which the fox 
undoubtedly docs to the barnyard 
fowl. 

Just now these farmers have 
ralsed the cry that they cannot stand 
the destruction of their poultry any 
longer, and they have called on the 
local ogricttitural authority to offer 
n prico for the extermination of the 
foxes, 

The Agricultural Committee In the 
county are torn by two loyalties, 
They know the valuc of the fox to 
the horse-breeder, while they have 
to admit the losses Incurred by the 
fowl breeder. In the end, it seems 
likely that a compromise will have 
to be reached by which the number 
of foxes will be reduced and the 
damage to all the hen-roosts pro- 
Portionately mitigated.

IFFERENT pundits nt various 

times have ascribed the world’s 
troubles to ull sorts of human wenk- 
nesser, Lust of power, personal 
greed, religious bijotry, sexual ob- 
pesslon—-muny have been the root 
evils denounced by — philosophers 
through the centuries. 


_ ‘The conviction beging to deepen in 
my mind, however, that the . most 
baleful of the lot {s just sheer 
Ignorance. 


The astounding thing is what 
passionate fervour many people will 
found on a basis of comptete ignor- 
ance, They will get red-hot over 
one side of a question na to the 

other side of which they not only 
know absolutely nothing, but do not 
even make any atlempt to goin cn- 
Itghtenment, 


Adinittedly there are certain ques- 
tions that ure inherently beyond 
controversy. One docs not hesitate 
to denounce, for instance, all the 
cardinal sins catalogued . under the 
Ten Commandments. Nobody in hls 
right mind, .except In the most nb- 
normally exceptional circumstances, 
trles to defend murder, arson, black- 
mall, or even welshing. 


But lots of people to-day ure get- 
ting extremely indignant about 
things fur more. delicately complex 
than the outstanding human crimes, 
nnd without nctually trying to 
fathom any of the, complexities. . 


‘It is of. this disposition and 
tendency—sheer Ignorance backed 
by abject mental laziness—that our 
extreme partisans nre frequently 
made. 


Negation of Democracy

But few people know 
that the powers which Parlinmen 
Intended to be used for the bene 
of all poor persons accused of crime 
Nave been.. and are, so. for. as the 
“Pollce’ Courts are concerned, prac- 
ticntly a dead letter.

The Criminal Statistics for 1936, 
test published, show that the magis- 
trates in that year found 817,873 
persons guilty of varleas offences. 
That is, they dealt Mnally with over 
99 per cent, of all offénces. * To these 
817,873 persons and ‘to those’ who 
were acquitted ‘the magistrates 
seunted 363 certificates for free’ legal 
aid. . Pe : 

Under the Act of 1930 two condl- 
tlons must be fulfilled before legal 
aid is granted to ‘a defendant in the 
“Police” Court. His metihy:must be 
instifictent” to obtain ‘It for himself, 
and by reason of the gravity of the 
charge or of exceptional .circum- 
stances It must be desirable in the 
interests of justice that “he should 
have professional help In his defence. 

t is‘ true that many of the offences 
teled. ig the “Pollce” Courts’ ore of 
a trifling hature, pnd that a largo 
number of persons plead guilty. But 
the magistrates," nea¥ly all’of them 
Jay justices and not ee penton in 
1036 dealt with 38594 Indictable 
offences, mainly cnses of theft, by 
persons over 17, .and sent nearly o 
quarter of thcesé persons to prison. 

In 1936, 10,443 persons were sent 
to prison’ by the magistrates for non- 
indictable. offences. | Altogether 
neurly ‘20,000. persons were sent to 
prison after trial In the “Police” 
Courts.--And 363 persons only, out 
of well over three-quarters of a 
million tried, had the privilege of a 
Poor Persons Defence. : 


It may be, of course, ‘as I have’ 


heard ironically suggested, that the 
explanation -!s thot-crime is practl- 
cally confined to the- wealthicr 
classes.

There is seldom 
any presumption of innocence in 
enses trea” bythe lay magistrates, 
The mere’ fact that a charge has 
been brought by the police is cnough 
for the average J.P. The accused 
has to prové his, or her, Innocence. 
The only lielp ‘he gets from the 
court, as a‘rule, is to be told harshly 
that he must ask questions and not 
make o statement. 


There are fow more pitiful sights 
thon a poverty-stricken man’ or 
woman trying vainly to think what 
to sny in court, confused by the 
unfamiliar surroundings and shrink- 
ing from the ridicule which Is far 
too often poured out by the Bench 
and their clerk. : 

Legal ald is actually more neces- 
sary before lay magistrates than be- 
fore ao judge. A judge is niways 
on the watch for irregularities. The 
only thing that magistrates can be 
relied upon to watch is the clock. 
The justices dislike defended cases 
because they take more time. 

It Is significant that it Is always 
ndvocates for the defence who are 
necused of wasting ‘time, No ad- 
vocate wastes time intentionally, os 
for iim time Is money.
